Hie 
first pastorship was at the First 
Baptist Church in Tecumseh,

A survey conducted by the 
citrus growers association and 
farmers organizations estimate 
that the recent three days rainfall 
was worth all of $2,000,000 to 
ranchers and fruit growers.

"The Chief Justice of the United 
States, to give him his correct title. 
Is probably the most exalted Judicial 
officer of the world,” says the United 
States Constitution Sesqulcenten- 
nlal Commission. “During the 147 
years since the Judiciary Act be¬ 
came law, only eleven men have 
held the position." 

As the titular head of the Court, 
tile Chief Justice, as Its executive 
officer, presides at Its sessions and 
conferences. But In rendering deci¬ 
sions, he Is merely one of nine 
Judges, as every action of the Court 
Is based on a concurrence of a ma¬ 
jority of Us members.

Decorate your house with light 
this Christmas! Inside, light makes 
Christmas merrier, and outside, it 
shares holiday cheer with passersby 
in the generous spirit of the season. 

Of course you will have a lighted 
tree inside and on the lawn. There 
are other ways, too, of decorating 
with light Christmas festivities in¬ 
doors traditionally center about the 
fireplace.
